Must not sell, barter,-or give 
away his gasoline; 

Must not sell, barter, or give 
away his rationing coupons; 

Must not detach a coupon from 
the book; 

‘Must not transfer gasoline from 
his car to his motorboat, nor from

The Service Station Operator— 

Must not sell gasoline to any- 
one who does not produce a ration 
book;

Must not charge more than the 
maximum price allowed;

Must never accept a detached 
coupon.

A cable from England on Mon- 
day last to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Sandy Harvey, announced 


|the death of their son, Sergeant- 


Pilot Ray Vernon Harvey, R.C.A. 
F., who lost his life while in action 
off Kalafrana, Malta, on March 1. 

The news cast a sudden gloom 
over the whole town and many 
realized, as never before, the close- 
ness of this war to the people of 
Canada. 

Ray was born in Deseronto on 
March 2, 1919, being the eldest son 
of the family. He attended public 
and high schools here, and was a 
member of St. Mark’s Anglican 
Church. 

He joined the R.C.A.F. in Au- 
gust, 1940, trained in Brandon, 
Vancouver, Regina and Hamilton, 
receiving his wings in Dunnville 
on May 17, 1941. Early in July 
last year he went overseas and 
jfinished his course, becoming a 
“Domber-pilot.” — : 


‘Later he was transferred to the 


R.A.F. and sent to Malta in No- 
vember, 1941, where he has been 
engaged in active service up to the 
time of his death. 

Besides his paents, he leaves to 
mouns his loss two sisters, Eva 
and Helen, and two brothers, 
Leonard and Claude. 

The following epitaph, written 
by G. L. Creed, R.C.A.F., from 
Singapore, appears quite appro- 
lariat right here: 

“He died, this son of Canada for 


you! 
To help preserve your towns from 
raining hell— ; 
Your. wives from rape — your 


daughters from the lust 

Of beasts—your shores from shot 
and shell... 

He died for lack of guns—of tanks 
—of planes— 

Of ships—of all that wins in mod- 
erm war... 

All he had left was courage! ... 
and the rest

THE PRESS AND THE ADVERTISER 

The relationship between the newspaper and its adver- 
tisers is as important to the newspaper reader as it is to the 
publisher. Newspapers are sometimes unfairly accused of 
being subservient to the advertisers who provide the revenue 
upon which the newspaper exils. This erroneous impression 
has been gathered because the, average person knows that 
the new spaper must have advertising to exist, and therefore 
if he happens to be of a suspicious turn of mind, he concludes 
that the advertiser must set the policy of the newspaper. 

The relationship between the advertiser and the news- 
paper is simliar to that which exists between a merchant and 
his customer, only in this case the publisher is the merchant 
and the advertiser the customer. The advertiser purchases 
space in the newspaper because he has a-~ story to tell the 
readers of the paper. He uses the advertising as a legitimate 
means of drawing custom to his store. If the newspaper con- 
tinue to provide the service required and adequate returns 
for the investment, the merchant continues to advertise. 
When he feels he is not getting that value he ceases to adver- 
tise. That too is the relationship which exists between any 
other merchant and his customer. So long as the customer 
feels he is getting good value and service from the store, he 
continues to be a customer. When yalue and service cease 
he takes his trade elsewhere. 





ANOTHER MEASURING STICK 


It is said that in certain quarters outside Canada, the 
people have been lead to believe that Canada’s war effort is 
much less than it really is. 

Just so long as we can carry on with a free conscience, 
we should be too busy to worry about what others are think- 
ing of us. At the. same time, the nation which in the last 
war gave the lives of 55,000 young men and received back 
tens of thousands moré who were sick arid wounded, can 
not relish the thought that any outsiders should consider Can- 
ada a slacker in the new world effort to preserve freedom. 

Secrecy shrouds much of our effort. But there is one 
part of this war effort which is an open book to the world— 
and that is the staggering totals of money being raised by 
the Canadian people through taxation and through loans not 
only to equip our own forces but those of our allies. 

In this, Second Victory Loan period, Canadians again 
have an opportunity not only to do their duty for duty’s sake, 
but to oversubscribe the loan to such an extent that outsiders 
say:—‘What an effort by a country of only 11,000,000 
people!”

(February 19-26, 1942) 





1. Prime Minister 
King and Conservative leader Han- 
son urge affirmative answer in 
coming plebiscite. Question in the 
plebiscite: “Are you in favour of 
releasing the Government from 
any obligation arising out of any 
past commitments restricting the 
methods of raising men for mili- 
tary service.”

Secure Diesel Engine 


The Public Utilities Commission 
held its regular meeting on Mon- 
day evening with all members 
present.

The stand-by 
gasoline engine, which has been 
given considerable repairs over o 
period of some years, is again in 
need of further attention. The 
Commission is considering the ad- 
visability of trading in this motor 
for a Diesel engine, which would 
give long service and low cost of 
operation.

Gasoline and Travel 


Second only to war news is the 
interest of the travel world in in- 
formation relating to the use of 
gasoline. The office of the Direc- 
tor of Public Information has is- 
sued the following bulletin which 
will give the tourist something 
definite on which to plan his vaca- 
tion travel this year. 

After April 1st drivers of 1,- 
125,000 automobiles in Canada, 
who do not come into a preferred 
category, will be allowed 300 to 
380 gallons of gasoline a year, 
enough to drive approximately 
5400 miles. Under the rationing 
plan the Dominion’s 1,600,000 pas- 
senger vehicles will be allowed 
Zasoline in proportion to their 
usefulness. Pleasure driving will 
be drastically reduced. Further 
reductions in rations may be made 
if circumstances make it advisable.

~ TALL a County 
Over Original Quota 


In a last-minute drive of finan- 
cial glory Hastings County svar- 
ed “over the top’ in the Victory 
Loan Campaign which closed of- 
ficially on Saturday night. 

Figures up to that time, and’ re- 
leased Monday by Victory’ Loan 
headquarters reveal that the: total 
subscribed is $2,254,400 or $154,- 
000 over the allotted quota of 
$2,100,000. 

This figure will likely be increas- 
ed by a substantial amount, as 
total returns from the outlying 
districts have not been submitted 
to headquarters. It is expected 
another $50,000 will be added to 
the county grand total. 

Deseronto, Tyendinaga and Hun- 
gerford district assisted in the 
final success by going “over the 
top” in their original objective.

Pleasure Boat Owners 
Must Return Gas 


Gasoline stored by non-commer- 
cial motorboat owners before the 
Government’s gasoline rationing 
became effective April 1, must be 
returned immediately to the bulk 
station from which it was bought, 
the Munitions and Supply Depart- 
ment announced late Saturday. 

The department said, however, 
that pleasure-boat owners will be 
allowed to retain the same amount 
of gasoline as they would be en- 
titled to buy with their regular ra- 
tion coupons. 

Oil Controller G. R. Cottrelle 
estimated that “as much gasoline 
as would fill an ocean-going tanker 
is stored away in private tanks and 
drums belonging to power-boat 
owners. There are aS many as 
1000 gallons here, 500 gallons there 
and 100 gallons in another place, 
all across Canada,” he said. 

Before the gasoline is surrender- 
ed a formal declaration must be 
made to show the quantity posess- 
ed by the owner, and how much he 
is retaining.

1 cup light corn syrup 
2 eggs, unbeaten 
1-2 cup milk 
1 1-2 teaspoons vanilla 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt and sift 
together three times, Cream short- 
ening with orange rind; add syrup 
gradually, beating well after each 
addition. Add 1-4 of flour and
